GEORGE TO ACCEPT. 


He Is N ominated for Mayor 
by Democratic Alliance. 


GOLD MEN HAVE A ROW. 


Palmer and Buckner Democrats 
Dispersed by Police, 


GEN. TRACY WILL STICK. 


New York, Oct. 1.—[Special.]—Henry 
George will be a candidate ‘for Mayor of 
Greater New York. 

After a conference with a committe, ap- 
pointed by the Democratic alliance (free 
silver), to suggest candidates to be nom- 
inated by that organization, Henry George 
agreed today to accept the alliance nomina- 
tion for Mayor, and at the city convention, 
held at 54 West Twenty-third street this 
evening, he was unanimously nominated. 
The nominating committee of the alliance 
was authorized to fill the other two places 
on the ticket, and will do so after consulting 
with Mr. George. It was arranged between 
Mr. George and the committee that he shall 
be publicly notified of his nomination and 
shall accept it at a mass-meeting to be held 
in Cooper Union some time next week, prob- 
ably on Tuesday night. 

For several weeks representatives of la- 
bor delegations have been urging him to 
run. The United Democracy also pressed 
him to accept in case he should be nomi- 
nated. Today the Knights of Labor earnest- 
ly joined the other delegations in asking 
that he accept the nomination tendered him 
by the United Democracy. 

It was shown him beyond dispute that the 
labor men were earnest in their overtures, 
He was given a list of names embracing 
the entire membership of a great labor or- 
gahization. 

Harsh Words for “ Crokerism.” 

The alliance convention consisted’ of 130 
delegates from varions Pemocratic organi- 
zations in the greater city. Moses Oppen- 
heimer called the convention to order and 
spoke of the Bryanites as the ‘“‘ regenerated, 
purified, and rejuvinated Democracy.”” He 
declared Democracy’s history had a shame- 
ful page known as “ Crokerism.” 

‘‘Let us see that it remains closed for- 
ever,”” he said. 

The platform adopted accuses Tammany of 
separating itself from the Democratic party 
of the nation and refers to the gold Demo- 
crats as the “‘ Benedict Arnolds of last fall.”’ 
These things are favored: Municipal owner- 
ship and control of franchises, municipal 
home rule, meaning new and liberal excise 
laws; reduction of fares on suriace and 
‘7,’ roads to three cents; dollar gas; direct 
employment by the city, thereby abolishing 
the contract system; sufficient school room; 
free forums for the people where they may 
assemble and discuss public questions. The 
Chicago platform is reaffirmed and the ex- 
cessive use of the power of injunction by 
_courts to oppress labor is condem 

“Hienry George sald tonight: 

‘A poor man myself, I am the candidate 
of poor men. I have not contributed a cent 
and have not been asked for a cent. If 
elected. I must be elected by the votes of 
citizens who can neithcr be bought nor 
coerced into voting against their best judg- 


ment. 


“The notion that the movement which 


I represent springs from na ‘ desire to sub- 
stitute the ideas of Anarchists, Nthilists, 
Communists, Socialists, and mere theorists 
for the Democratic principle of individual 
liberty, which involves the right to private 
property,’ is founded upon a gross’ misap- 
prehension.”’ 
Police Quell National Democrats. 

The city convention of the National Dem- 
ocratic party (Palmer and Buckner men) 
was held in Cooper Union tonight, and ended 
in a riotous demonstration in which men 
cursed and swore at each other, and there 
was some punching. Police Inspector Cross 
had to send for the reserves from three pre- 
cincts to quell the disturbance, and there was 
mischief to pay generally. 

The convention did no business other than 
to adjourn until next Wednesday or Thurs- 
day. One faction of the party had de- 
termined to indorse the Tammany ticket in 
return for the nomination of Corporation 
Counsel Francis M. Scott for Supreme Court 
Justice, and another and smaller faction had 
determined to turn the party over to the 
Low machine. 

The row occurred during the discussion 
of the policy to be pursued. Some thought 
{t the duty of the convention to adjourn, 
Tere were charges hirled back and forth 
by Tammany and by the Low men of 
“selling out” and ‘“ bargain and sale.”’ 
There were shouts, and screams, and cat- 
calls. Half the convention was on its feet 
and men were shaking their fists at @ach oth- 
er. The chairman finally put the motion on 
adjournment and declared it carried. Then 
followed a great uproar in which men hurled 
harsh names at each other and the platform 
was crowded with screaming, cursing men, 

Captain Cross of the police had the ring- 
leaders of the row corralled now and he told 
them piainly that the reserves were on their 
way and were out for business. Then the 
hall was cleared. 

Citizens’ Union Conference. 

The Conference committee of the Citizens’ 
union and the Brooklyn Committee of Fifty 
met at Seth Low’s house tonight and com- 
pleted the municipal slate. It was learned 
that the men who are to be Low’s running 
mates are to be J. Hursen Rhoades of this 
city for Controller and Edward M. Shepard 
of Brooklyn for President of the Council. 

Tammany’s county convention was held 
in Tammany Hall tonight, but adjourned 
‘yntil next Thursday without action because 
of bitter rivalry among the candidates for 
offices. 

The committee of five appointed by the 
German-American reform union decided to- 
night to ask all the German organizations 
to meet in conference, so that the Germans 
might stand united against Tammany. 

General Tracy Will Stick.

Row Over a Saloon License. 

The offense with which the commissioners 
stand charged is the alleged illegal issuing 
of a saloon license to one Hans Peets, who 
conducts_a hotel in Western avenue, in the 
Town of Bremen, and within the proscribed 
two-mile limit of the statutes. 

George McA. Miller of North Harvey is | 
attorney and legal adviser of Miss Gaston 
and her companions, and has assured them 
a case of malfeasance lies against each 
commissioner who voted for the granting of 
Peets’ license. Miller is the attorney wha 
successfully steered the prohibition bark 
through the sea of saloon agitation two 
years ago, when the final expelling of all 
saloons within the corporate limits of Har- 
vey ended a long and tiresome legal battle 
in Judge Gibbons’ court. His opinion in the 
present matter has, for this reason, great 
weight with the members of the local branch 
of the Christian Citizenship league. 

It is understood the dramshop act and the 
legal restrictions forbidding the licensing of 
any saloon within two miles of a corporation 
having power to issue its own saloon licenses 
will be the mainstays of the league. 


County Board Is Warned. 

The league people declare that the County 
board was furnished with a formal protest 
against renewing Peets’ licéhse, and the 
legal obligation to refuse such license was 
also presented by City Attorney Frank 
Stobbs. This was in June. Prior to July 1 
Attorhey Miller, for the Harvey Christian 
Citizenship league, went before the board 
and again requested that a renewal should 
be denied Peets. At this time Miller called 
the attention of the commissioners to the 
protest already on file. 

An investigation revealed this protest and 
the commissioners for the time being re- 
fused to issue the license. 


Peets Held to Grand Jury. ‘sn 

During July and August Peets was without 
a license, but it is alleged by. Miss Gaston 
and other members of the Harvey league 
that Peets continued to conduct his business. 
He was arrested on Aug. 24 on a charge of 
selling liquor without a license upon com- 
plaint of David Fenton, The case, after a 
number of continuances, was tried before 
Police Magistrate Harris of Harvey, and 
Peets was bound over to the grand jury. The 
date of the hearing was Sept. 7. Peots has 
not yet appeared before the jury, but was 
released on bonds. 

License Is Issued. 

About Sept: 1, it is alleged, a license was 
issued to Peets by the County Commission- 

ers. The grounds for granting the license 
in.the face of the protests filed, and the fact 
Peets at that time awaited trial for illegal 
selling, was a petition of Bremen farmers 
praying such a license should issue. 

Another alleged irregularity on the part 
of the County board is the dating the license 
one day prior to its issuance, to cover the 
date of Peets’ arrest on the charge of illegal 
selling.

Music Squabble the Cause. 


The story is a sequel to the last annual 
squabble over music for the Labor day pa- 
rade. In spite of the vociferous protests of 
the recognized union, known as the Chicago 
Musical society, an alleged non-union organ- 
ization, known. as De Baugh’s Band, led the 
big parade. Several thousand men who re- 
gently had passed resclutions in their unions 
that every man in line must wear union made 
shoes and every horse must be shod by union 
horseshoers, tramped through the streets 
in more or less perfect step with music pro- 
duced by the alleged non-union band. 

Less than a month before Labor day a large 
portion of these men declared a boycott 
against the Cook County Democracy for ém- 
ploying this same band on numerous occa- 
sions and the politicians who supported its 
action were denounced in unmeasured terms. 


First with the Union. 


The Chicago federation at first gave its 
undivided support to the Chicago Musical 
society, and it was decided that the union 
should furnish all the music for the parade. 
Political influence, aided by an old-time 
fight against the union musicians, led toa 
reconsideration of the vote, and the hod- 
carriers’ union finally announced it would 
employ -De Baugh’s Band and lead the 
parade with it, in spite of aliopposition. In 
this bold stand the hodcarriers were covertly 
backed by many of the officials of the federa- 
tion, who''are now charged. by the union 
musicians with tolerating the non-union men 
in order to furnish whitewash ‘Lor the Cook 
County Democracy anid remove the boycott 
against it. De Baugh is a member of the 
Democracy and close to Robert E. Burke 
and other “friends of labor’’ in the ocr- 
ganization. 

The union musicians fought thé combina- 
tion of polittcilans and others until the last 
minute before the parade started and then 
scrved notice of an appeal to President Gom- 
pers. 

In the meantime the Chicago federation 
had unseated the musicians’ delegates and 
told them to “ get outside and settle their 
fight with De Baugh.”

VENTS HIS IRE ON EVANSTON. 


Moore, Golfer- and Society Man, 
Fined for Riding His ‘Bicycle

Dressed in an immaculate suit of black F. 
S. Moore, golfer, society man, and bicyclist, 
appeared as a prisoner in the Evanston 
Police Court last evening, charged with rid- 
ing his bicycle without carrying a lamp. 
He said he had never before heard of the 
Evanston bicycle ordinance. 

Justice Levere, who heard the case, con- 
sidered ignorance was no excuse, and im- 
posed a fine of $3 and costs. When this 
verdict was announced Moore declared him- 
self: 

‘‘ Evanston fs no place for a bicycle rider,”’ 
he said, ‘‘and for all its reputation as a 
social center one of its citizens receives 
worse than uncivil treatment.”’ 

This came as a surprise to Justice Levere, 
but a greater surprise was in store for the 
court, for Moore drew a deep and angry 
breath, and continued:

Three Arrests Made Under the 
New City Ordinance. . 


BICYCLE RIQERS ESCAPE. 


Those Taken Into Custody Were 
in Wagons and Buggies. 


ALL WILL HAVE A HEARING.

The Chicago police last night began the 
enforcement of the law passed last July by 
the City Council compelling all drivers of 
vehicles to carry lights after dark. It was 
the bicyclists’ turn to laugh. Before mid- 
night the police had arrested three men for 
not complying with the new law. They 
were: 

Nugent, James, 77 Clinton street; arrested by 
the police of the Rogers Pask Station while driv- 
ing his wagon down North Clark street. Bailed 
out by his employers, the Swartz Iron and Metal 
company. 

Carts, Harris, riding in the wagon with Nugent, 
pot with him by Policeman Vail. Released 

Randall, Lewis E., 846 Washington boulevard, 
arrested at North avenue and Leavitt street at 11 
p. m. by Policeman Klank of the Rawson Street 
Station, Released on his own recognizance. 

Orders Not Generally Issued. 

At many of the stations no orders were is- 
sued to enforce the law. No official 6rder 
had been sent out by Chief Kipley, the come 
manding officers said, and until one was re- 
ceived no arrests would be made. Bise- 
where, however, and on the North Side in 
particular, the police were active. Many of 
Inspector Schaack’s men ride bicycles, and 
that may have something to dé with their 
vigilance. 

The prisoners were booked for “ violating 
Sec. 4 of the ordinance passed on July 27,” 
there being no mention of the law in the 
revised code recently issued by the City 
Law department, and under which all pris- 
oners are now booked. 

The night was dark and foggy, just such 
a one as would show the necessity of such a 
law. 

The first man ar under the law was 
James Nugent, a ju dealer employed by 
the Swartz Iron and Metal company. He, 
in company with Harris Carts, was return- 
ing to the city from Evanston at 8:30 p. m. 
when caught by Policeman Vail. The two 
junk dealers were driving their noisy vehicle 
south in Clark street and passed the Rogers 
Park Police Station soon after dark. The 
sergeant heard the noise as the wagon 
loaded with iron jangled past. A few min- 
utes later Policeman Vail called up from 
the south part of the precinct and the 
‘sergeant told him a wagon had just passed 
in that direction without a light. 


Hides in the Shadow of a:Tree. 
Vail ran over to Clark street and hid him- 
self in the shadow ofa ttree. He heard the 
wagon from afar off, and when it came op- 
pdsite him he told the two astonished men 
they were under arrest.

MOHMUNDS IN BIG FORCE. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Simla, Oct. 1.—News has just been re- 
ceived here that the British have been de- 
feated on the frontier. The brigade under 
Colonel Jeffreys has been repulsed by a 
strong force of Mohmunds, with a loss of 
fifty killed and -wounded, including a Col- 
onel, 

The Mohmunds, who have several times 
been ,defeated by the British expedition 
sent to punish: them for revolting, lately 
offered to submit, but upon finding that the 
conditions imposed by the British command- 
ers involved the surrender of their breach- 
loading rifies they refused to lay down their 
arms. The British therefore renewed their 
operations against them and destroyed sev- 
eral villages. The force under General Jef- 
freys attacked the Villages of Agrah and 
Gat, which were held by the Mohmunds in 
great force. 

The insurgent tribesmen ocuplied positions 
behind rocks, and a hot engagement at close 
quarters was fought before the two villages 
were destroyed. Lieutenant Colonel O’Bryan 
and Lieutenant Browne-Clayton were killed. 
Lieutenant Peacock was severely wounded. 
Captain Styles was slightly wounded, three 
British soldiers were killed, fifteen British 
soldiers were wounded, seven native soldiers 
were killed, and twenty-three native sol- 
diers were wounded. 

The British retreat was conducted in an 
orderly manner under the cover of the artil- 
lery. F

M. RALLI IS OFFICIALLY OUT. 


King George Seeks to Bring New Men 
to the Front in the Gov- 
ernment. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Athens, Oct. 1.—The King has accepted 
the resignation of the Ralli Cabinet, and 
M. Zaimis, President of the Chamber of 
Deputies, has undertaken the task of form- 
ing a new ministry. It is probable that M. 
Skouloulis, Minister of Foreign Affairs in 
the Ralli Cabinet; will retain the foreign 
portfolio in the new gowernment. It is ex- 
pected that all the other members of the 
Cabinet will be new men. 

M. Zaimis says that his program will em- 
brace far-reaching reforms. 

The King sent one of his aids-de-camp to- 
day to ask M. Delyannis, whose supporters 
form a majority in the Boule, to support the 
new ‘Cabinet. M. Delyannis sent a reply 
flatly refusing to support any ministry un- 
less he himself was the Prime Minister. 
There have been numerous defections of 
Delyannists since their former leader suc- 
ceeded yesterday in overthrowing the Ralli 
ministry by refusing to vote confidence in 
it on the question of the adoption of the pre- 
liminary treaty of peace with Turkey, and it 
is likely that. his threat to oppose the new 
ministry will be ineffective. 

Nearly éverybody is disgusted with M. 
Delyannis .for making a party question of 
the treaty. 

All the newspapers with the exception of 
the Delyannist organs express the deepest 
discontent with the crisis. The Asty de- 
cilares that the Chamber has accomplished 
a shameful betrayal by planning party in- 
terests before the interests of the country. 

The government has issued a ‘white book 
containing the details of the negotiations of 
the powers for the conclusion of peace be- 
tween Turkey and Greece.+ The book shows 
that Greece was informed on May 28 that 
the conditions of peace imposed by the 
powers were onerous, but that she must 
not decline to accept them; otherwise Ger- 
many would withdraw from the concert of 
the powers engaged in the negotiations for 
the estabiishment of peace. 

The documents embodied in the book also 
show that on May 30 M. Hanotaux, thé 
French Minister of Foreign Affairg, in- 
formed the Greck Minister at Paris that an 
internal attack upon the Greek dynasty 
would threaten the existence of the coun- 
try. 


FEVER PANIC IN ENGLAND. 


Typhoid Is Raging in Kent Until the 
Residents Are Leaving Their 
Homes. 


{SPECIAL CABLE.] 
London, Oct. 1.—Typhoid fever prevails at 


Maidstone, Kent, and is increasing. Tradte 
is absolutely at a’ standstill. There are 
now 1,172 cases of the disease and there 
have been forty-six deaths, six of which oc- 
curred last night. Surface impurities of the 
water, supply, due to the drainage from a 
hop-picking encampment, caused the. out- 
break, In addition to the many physicians 
and nurses who have arrived from other 
places to care for the sick a large number of 
volunteer nurses have been advertised for.

PROTEST AGAINST | 
WAY FRANCHISE EXTENSION.

Two Thousand Citizens Participate in 
an Indignation Meeting and Urge 
the City Council to Reject the Ordi- 
mances Presented by the Railway 
Officials—Company Now Withdraws 
Many Points Asked For and Offers 
“No Pay an Annual License. 


Peoria, ll., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—The interest 
the people of Peoria are taking in the oppo- 
sition to the fifty-year franchise asked for 
by the Central City railway company under 
the provisions of.the,new Allen law was 
well shown tonight when 2,000 men crowded 
into Rouse's Hall to attend a mass-meeting 
called to protest against the passage of the 
ordinance. The Aldermen returned last 
night from the municipal convention at Co- 
lumbus and several of them were among the 
audience. Mayor Harrison and Alderman 
Harlan of Chicago had been invited to be 
present as original opponents of the Humph- 
rey and Allen street car bills, but both were 
detained by other business, 

Julius Starr, President of the Citizens’ 
committee, called the meeting to order, and 
H. H. Fahnestock, a park trustee and lead- 
ing wholesale grocer, was elected chair- 
man. Among the speakers were Isaac C. 
Edwards, an attorney and one of the mem- 
bers-at-large of the Republican State Cen- 
tral committee; Daniel Sheen, an attorney, 
who is prominent in the Prohibition party; 
J. A. Read, Walter S. Bush, President of 
the Trades and Labor Assembly; Repre- 
sentative A. J. Daugherty, who opposed the 
bills in She Legislature; Martin Kingman, 
and Robert Cumming. 

Public opposition’ to“ the franchise re- 
quested was*so~stubborn and so strongly 
expressed that the company has already 
waived most of its @emands, and now asks 
only that the franchise be extended for fifty 
years. 

It is now announced that at the con- 
ference, held before the Aldermen went 
to the Columbus convention, between 
the Street committee and the repre- 
sentatives of the Central railway that 
the latter abandond all opposition and an- 
tagonism to the new Peoria and Pekin road, 


using a part of their tracks, and announced 
their willingness to pay whatever might be 
fixed upon as proper compensation in the 
way of an annual licefise if their franchise 
could be extended. The present franchise 

‘allows a competing company to use four 
blocks of the Central tracks, and the new 
measure struck this out. This clause was 
changed so as to provide even more liberal 
opportunities for the use of the present lines 
by new companies, so that this objection to 
the ordinance will also be removed. 

With the changes the question resolved 
itself down to a matter of extending the 
franchise. The law provides ‘that the-.rate 
of fare cannot be fixed for a longer period 
than twenty years. The present franchise 
from the city has nearly eighteen years to 
run, and a different fare is fixed for that 
period. The Central City people urge that 
this would be only extending the five-cent 
fare for two years, and in compensation they 
are willing to increase their annual pay- 
ment of a license fee to the city to cever 
that time. The Aldermen returned last 
night, and as they took the new ordinance 
with them gave it considerable attention. 
They say that the Eastern delegates largely 
favored long time franchises, but with re- 
strictions as to rates of fare, etc. 


NEAR ACRISIS AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Yellow Fever Spreads Rapidly Over 
the City in Spite of the Board 
of Health. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 1—Today was 
again something of a record-breaker in the 
matter of new cases. They cropped up in 
all directions, but up to 6 »’clock the death 
record was still low. The record forthe day 
is twenty-nine hew cases and four deaths, 
The fever is rapidly spreading in many di- 
rections, but the large majority cf cases are 
proving to be of a harmless type. The 
weather is warm and the conditions excel- 
lent: for new cases. But the death percent- 
age has fallen considerably below the record 
of 1878. 

The most important new case is Dr. Rev- 
erley Warner, the pastor of the rich Trinity 
Church. His case 1s a mild one. Rich and 
peor alike have been stricken today, and 
the Board of Health reports secm to show 
that the best drained and kept streets are 
presenting cases as. numerously as those 
which ere minus of sanitation. 

The crisis is either here now or close at 
hand. The fever here has, of course, not 
been declared epidemic, and for that reason 
physicians are disinclined to report yellow 
fever. A number of doctors said tonight, in 
a formal protest, that if their names are 
reported in connection with ycllow fever 
cases their practice will be ruined. Nobody 
would send for them if they have had any- 
thing to do with yellow fever. 


TALK OF MR. COLES’ LETTER. 


Four Aldermen Answer the President 
of the Municipal Voters’ 
League. 


Aldermen Thomas F. Little, William C, L. 
Ziehn, F. W. Alwart, and Spencer 8. Kim- 
bell do not appreciate either the spirit or 
intention of George E. Cole’s open letter 
criticising their action in voting to postpone 
passage of the Harlan resolutions calling for 
a committee to Investigate the street rail- 
ways.. r. Ziehn says: 

**I do not consider that postponement of 
the resolutions had any sort of bearing what- 
ever on any pledges regarding compensation 
for franchises I may have made to the 
league. In voting to do anything at all with 
those resolutions we certainly were not 
granting franchises, therefore it seems to 
me Mr. Cole’s criticism is rather out of joint.

WITH A RIOT. 


Strikers Assault Men WhoTry 


to Return to Work. 
USE CLUBS AND STONES. 


Mine Superintendent Is Among 
Those Injured. 
cy 


LEADERS ARE PUT IN JAIL. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Oct. 1.—[Special.]—An 
attempt to resume work at the Heidelberg 
colliery, near Pittston, this morning pro- 
voked an attack upon the returning miners 
by the strikers and a riot ensued. Super- 
intendent Owens, Henry Wilson, Frank 
Howard, Thomas McGowan, and John Jones 
were badly hurt and a number of others 
were more or less injured. 

The colliery, which is operated by the 
Lehigh Valley Coal company, has been idle 
for nearly two weeks, the men having gone 
on strike for higher wages. The tompany 
refused to grant the increase a few days 
ago and made an unsuccessful attempt to 


} resume work. The English-speaking min- 


ers were ready to go back but they were 
afraid of the forcigners, who persisted in 
remaining on strike. Superintendent Owens 
set about making ancther attempt to re- 
sume, and got about sixty of the English- 
speaking men to promise they would go 
back to work when he wantedthem. Today 
was set for the resumption, and word was 
quietly sent around last night for the men 
to assemble at 6 o’clock this morning at 
Owens’. house. It was thougnat that meet- 
ing at this early hour would avold any pos- 
sible interference, but the strikers had 
heard of the plan and they were out in force, 
over a hundred, and most of them were 
armed with pick handles and stones, 


Strikers Use Clubs and Stones, 


* As Owens and his men approached the 
colliery the strikers intercepted. them. 
Superintendent Owens warned them that if 
they interfered they would all be arrested 
and punished, but the threat did not affect 
them. As soon as the miners attempted to 
advance they were met by several volleys 
of stones. The men under Owens replied in 
kind, and for a couple of minutes there was 
quite afusillade. Then the strikers charged, 
and, using their pick handles vigorously, 
quickly dispersed the superintendent and his 
men, injuring some of them quite badly and 
pursuing theni, several hundred yards. 
Superintendent Owens was struck on the 
head by a stone and suffers from a severe 
scalp wound. 


Leaders Under Arrest. 

During the riot Superintendent . Owens 
recognized several of the strikers and as 
soon as his wounds were dressed he went 
before Justice of the Peace Ehret and swore 
out warrants for their arrest and they were 
at once taken into custody. One of the 
leaders was held in $1,500 bail and the others 
in $1,000 bail each for their appearance at 
court. The men were sent to jail in default 
of bail, 


PREVENT MEN FROM WORKING. 


Wives of Spring Valley Miners Guard 
the Mouth of the Work 
Shaft. 


Spring Valley, Ill., Oct. 1.—Wives of miners 
living near No. 1 shaft took a hand in battle 
today to prevent men from working in that 
pit. Notwithstanding the fact that the 
strikers have had the shaft surrounded by a 
picket line the last few days it leaked out 
this morning that five men were still doing 
company work in the mine and that they had 
been in there for two days without seeimeg 
daylight, having their food brought to the 
under cover of darkness. They are three 
Poles of this city and two Germans from 
Peru, About a hundred women assembled 
around the shaft this morning, beating tin 
cans, and determined to prevent food from 
going down the mine to the men if possible. 

About noon a man came to the shaft with 
two dinner pails full of food for two bosses 
who do not leave the mine. As soon as the 
women saw dinner pails coming they made a 
rush for them and compelled the man to give 
them up and gave the food to little children 
that were inthecrowd. Then, amid the rat- 
tle of tin cans, they trampled the pails under 
their feet. No attempt was made to bring 
food to the five men, and they have had 
nothing to eat since last night. 

The women have been at the shaft all 
day and they say they will stay there until 
the five men quit work. Chief of Police 
Hicks and the city police force were on 
the ground shortly after the dinner pails 
were smashed. They tried to persuade the 
women to go to their homes, but they said 
they did not mean to destroy any property 
or hurt anybody, all that they wanted to 
do gvas to persuade the men that are work- 
ing to quit and they were going to stay 
around the mine until they came up. Itis 
thought that the company will not hoist 
the men to the surface, but will keep them 
at work and smuggle food down to them. 
The women all say that they mean the men 
no harm, but they say they don’t want them 
to take bread and butter out of their mouths. 


STREET CAR MEN MAKE PLANS. 


Executive Committee Will Seek Or- 
ganization of Surface and “ L ” 
Road Employes. 


The Executive committee of the Street 
Car Men’s union held a conference at Sixty- 
third and Halsted streets yesterday after- 
noon and outlined a plan for future action, 
including the further promotion of the work 
of organization among the men and, if pos- 
sible, the extension of the union to the em- 
ployés 6f other urban surface lines and the 
elevated roads. - 

President Mahon says he is glad a strike 
has been. averted, and predicts the agita- 
tion for a union will bear fruit in the near 
future. A little more than 50 pér cent of the 
men are now said to be in the union. The 
company officials deny this. 

President Mahon will leave town in a few 
days to attend-a conference in an Eastern 
city. He may return later to aid in the work 
of organization. 

The officials and directors of the Chicago 
City railway company yesterday manifested 
feelings of relief that a strike had been 


4 averted.’ General Manager Bowen declined 


to see newspapér men. An officer of the 
@eompany said: 

** The. company has no intention whatever 
of cutting wages. ‘We know all this trouble 
was brought on by a few agitators who had 
become dissatisfied and wanted an excuse 
to stir up strife.”’

It was quietly announced to some of the 
confidants that the policy of the manage- 
thent would be to go ahead as if nothing had 
happened.

'TAEIR JOBS IN. JEOPARDY 


INSPECTORS ON FIFTIETH STREET 
MAY BE DISCHARGED. 


Cement Gutter and Curb Found to Be 
Defictent as Reported and Will Be 
Replaced with New—Commissioner 
MeGann to Take Action This Morn- 
ing When He Hears the Report of 
Engineer Cook — Contractors Or- 
dered to Stop Work Temporarily. 


The imitation of a cement curb and gut- 
ter, which at present covers the greater por. 
tion of East Fiftieth street *hetween Grand 
boulevard and Cottage Grove avenue, is to 
be replaced with a.real one. Some of the 
city employés who reported favorably on the 
work will probably be discharged. 

The details of this- improvement, which 
looks very much like a “ job,”’ were given 
in yesterday’s TRIBUNE. 

Superintendent of Streets Doherty was 
more kindly disposed. He said he thought 
the contractor was ignorant of how to dc 
the work properly. However that may bé, 
Contractor McAdam’s ignorance took most 
economical channels. He did not sink any. 
money, recklessly into the ground by laying 
foundations or putting in extra inches of 
concrete that wouldn’t show on the top after 
the street was paved. Neither did he be- 
tray his dilettanteism methods by buying the 
best of material for his concrete, or in doing 
any of the fool things that a beginner with- 
out better luck might have done. 

Perhaps McAdam was ignorant of how to 
get his job accepted. Anyway, something 
happened, for the affair has blundered under 
the notice of Commissioner McGann. Now, 
there are people in the City Hall who are 
avowing they do not even know where Fif- 
tieth street is. 

Superintendent Doherty and A. W. Cook, 
an engineer of the Sewer department, whois 
an expert on materials, visited the work. 
They not only looked at it, but felt of the 
material, and measured its dimensions. 
Then they returned to the City Hall. En- 
gineer Cook will make his report directly 
to the commissioner, and until he dues so 
this morning no official action will be iaken 
in the matter. 

Superintendent Doherty said he had 
found the charges made in THe Trrsunp 
to be true. The work was in bad condition 
generally and he would recommend that it 
be torn up, except in a few places which 
might be allowed to stand. He found the 
concrete to be less than four inches in thick- 
ness and of poor quality. Work was ordered 
stopped until Commissioner McGann acts 
in the matter. 

That official will make the report the order 
of business early this morning, and after he 
has finished it is quite probable Peter Mc- 
Adam and some others will be sorry they 
know the location of Fiftieth street. The 
commissioner has stated that he would hold 
the inspectors who reported favorably on 
the work, especially Engineer Brown, who 
made a special inspection, accountable for 
their reports. 

Just what that means Mr. McGann knows 
best, but Superintendent Doherty thought 
they would be promptly discharged. The 
commissioner was absent from his office 
when the superintendent and the engineer 
returned from their inspection, and the 
whole matter was postponed . until this 
morning. 


THIRTY INJURED IN A WRECK. 


Canadian Pacific Express, on the Bos- 
ton and Maine Line, Jumps 
the Track. 


Medford, Mass., Oct. 1.—The Canadian Pa- 
cifie express over the southern division of 
the Boston and Maine, due in Boston at 
8:30 tonight, met with an accident at West 
Medford whereby nearly thirty people were 
more or less injured, but none, it is believed, 
fatally.

STARVATION SURE AT KLONDIKE 


Latest News from Dawson City Indi- 
cates the Famine Commenced 
Weeks Ago. 


Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 1,—The steam schoon- 
er North Fork of Tacoma arrived here from 
St. Michael’s late this evening with about 
thirty-five passengers on board, among 
them P. C. Richardson of Seattle. Mr. 
Richardson left the Sound July 25, over Chil- 
koot Pass, arriving in Dawson City Aug. 12, 
He says that there are at least 5,500 people at 
Dawson, the greater number living in tents. 

Soon after he arrived here the North 
American Transportation and Trading com- 
pany closed its store, being out of pro- 
visions and unable to fill about four hundred 
paid orders. The Alaska Commercial com- 
pany was filling about one-third of its 
paid orders, with a bare chance of the Mar- 
garet, with 100 tons of provisions, and the 

_ Alice, h seventy-five tons, arriving be- 
fore they would be compelled to close. The 
Margaret ought to haye arrived by Aug. 25, 
but it is almost impossible to get up the 
Yukon on account of the lack of water. 

Mr. W. E. Langdon of Seattle, also a pas- 
sénger on the North Fork, has been up the 
Yukon as far as Yukon on the Hamilton. 
Mr. Langdon says the water fell four and 
a half feet in five days and that it is im- 
possible for any one to get through to Daw- 
son City this year. He says it is impossible 
to exaggerate the danger from starvation 
in the Klondike this winter and an early 
winter is predicted and there are abso- 
lutely no provisions to be had.

MANIA FOR SUICIDE 


Epidemic of Self-Destruction 
at New York. 


MANY TIRED OF vine. 
One Woman Destroys Herself and 
Four Children. 


CRIME.IS WELL PLANNED. 


Physician Jumps from a Second Story 
Window. 


DESERTS HIS BRIDE OF A DAY, 


New York, Oct. 1.—[Special. ]}—The sulcidal 
mania became epidemic in New York today, 
a dozen persons losing their lives by their 
own hands, or being at the point of death on 
account of their efforts. The list includes 
those from every walk in life from a well 
educated, prominent young physician to a 
convict in the Kings County penitentiary. 
The means were various as the persons. 

The mast notable of the suicides were those 
of Karoline Rivinius, the wife of a West 
Point soldier, who with her four children 
went to the West Shore Hotel, turned on the 
gas in her room, clasped her baby to her 
breast and died with them, and Dr. Robert 
N. Flagg of Yonkers, who while with his 
bride of a day at the Murray Hill Hotel 
jumped from the window to the ground. 

Mrs. Rivinius and her children were found 
dead at the West Shore Hotel at 9 o’clock 
this morning. The woman had registered: 
“Karoline Rivinius and children, West 
Point.” The writing seemed to be that of 
a4 German, and the appearance of the woman 
bore out that impression. 


Five Dead in Two Rooms. 

There were two boys and two girls dead 
ywith the woman in the two small rooms 
which they had occupied. One boy was 
.&bout 13 years old and the other about 8. 
One of the girls was about 5 years old and 
the other about 15. The woman and the 
children had occupied two small connecting 
rooms on the third floor of the hotel. When 
their bodies were found the gas was escap- 
ing from the jets in each room. There was 
one windoW. In the woman’s room, which 
fronted on Forty-second street. It was 
tightly closed. The woman and the two 
girls occupied the bed in this room, the baby 
girl being clasped to the mother’s breast. In 
the next a small window about one foot 
square opened to an airshaft. This was also 
shut. The transoms of the rooms were also 
ciésed. The keys in the doors were turned 
so that the flanges of the keys filled the 
holes. The attendants at the hotel declared 
that the airshaft window and the transoms 
were always kept open. The cleats were 
removed ‘from the transom in each of the 
rooms where the deaths occurred, so that 
they could be closed. 

A dispatch from West Point said that Mrs. 
Rivinius was 40 years old and the wife of 
Robert Rivinius, a soldier in the regular 
army, and attached to the printing office. 
Her home life was a happy one, her friends 
say, and nothing had happened to cause her 
to be melancholy: The woman's husband 
has been in the army for thirty years and 
will retire next July. Coroner Fitzpatrick 
said he thought it a case of murder and 
suicide, though,. of course, this can never 
certainly be known. 

. Had Béen Married a Day. 

Robert N. Flagg, a Yonkers physician, 
who was married yesterday, committed sul- 
cide this morning by jumping from a second 
story. window of the Murray Hill Hotel on 
Park avenue. Dr. Flagg was married in Yon- 
kers yesterday to Miss Eleanor Turner, a 
hospital nurse. Immediately after the cer- 
emony Dr. Flagg and his wife started for 
this city. They went to the Murray Hill 
Hotel on arriving here. When the doctor 
came down-stairs to breakfast this morning 
he appeared to be much agitated.

Dr. Flagg was one 
of the most widely known residents of 
Yonkers. He was the eldest son of the late 
Dr. Levi N. Flagg and a descendant of one 
of the first familfes that settled in West- 
chester County. It is well known that the 
doctor had been distressed of late by reason 
of the business failure of Howard W. and 
George A. Flagg, his brothers. The hotel 
people say he acted queerly this morning. 
Dr. Flagg was a director at Yonkers of the 
new workingmen’s clubhouse known as 
Hollywood Inn.

CANNOT SEND OUT SEEDS. 


Agricultural Department Blocked by 
a Decision of the Controller of 
the Tieasury. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 1—The Agricul- 
‘ tural department has been compelied to 
forego its decision:to distribute this year’s 
seed from Washington, because of a decision 
by Controller Tracewell of the Treasury 
that such distribution would be a violation 
of the law by which the appropriation was 
made. This decision was rendered today 
in response to a letter from Secretary Wil- 
son. 

In his reply Mr. Tracewell says that the 
appropriation for last year was in tho same 
language as that for the present fiscal year, 
excepting as to the amount appropriated, 
and he calls attention to the fact that At- 
torney General Harmon rendered a decision 
to the effect that the appropriation of last 
year authorized the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to purchase seeds already put up in 
packages and labeled for distribution. Mr. 
Tracewell holds in view of this decision that 
while the Secretary can’determine the form 
in which the.contractors shall deliver the 
seeds he cannot purchase the seeds and em- 
ploy persons to put them up or contract with 
some one to do.that work. 

**It- must not be forgotten,’’ he adds, 
“that Congress has used the very plainest 
language in providing $130,000 for the pur- 
chase and distribution of seeds, bulbs, etc., 
and has attached to tHe appropriation the 
specific requirement that not less than $110,- 
000 shall be used in the purchase of valua--: 
ble seeds. Congress thus fixed a minimum 
amount, and did not intend that a discretion 
should be exercised by the -Secretary of 
Agriculture. The whole act is mandatory 
in form, and the use of one-half of this sum 
in payment for personal service in distrib- 
uting seeds would not be a compliance with 


the specific order of Congress.”’ 
“The head of a department,’ the Con- 
troller adds, ‘‘ ordinarily has some discre- 


tion in the use of appropriations for his de- 
partment. The appropriations for seeds 
seems to be drawn for the very purpose of 
preventing a construction -which would 
admit of the exercise of any discretion.”’

Time for Mile to 2:00%x. 


DEFEATS JOE PATCHEN. 


Great Contest at Springfield Seen 


by 65,000 People.

MANY PROSTRATED BY HEAT 


Springfield, ITll., Oct. 1.—[Special.)—Star 
Pointer won the race with Joe Patchen at 
the State fair grounds today in the presence 
of 65,000 people, and paced the’third heat in 
2:0014, the world’s record in a race. 


Both horses came to the wire in the best ' 


possible condition, except that Star Pointer 
had not entirely recovered from the effects 
of the ulcerated tooth that bothered him so 
materially at Milwaukee. It was expected 
that his injured knee would bother him, but 
it transpires that the injury was only a 
slight one, and he had fully as much speed 
and confidence in himselé as when he set the 
world’s record at 1:50%. 

McCleary drove the champion and John 
Dickerson handled Joe Patchen. The first 
two heats were disappointing and the vast 
audience fairly howled ,sspleasure at the 
showing made. Tney went away for the 
first heat at a two mintite galt and on even 
terms. Pointer swung wide on the first turn, 
but had nearly reached it when he wenttoa 
wild break and Patchen went on alone tothe 
half in.1:02%. At that point Dickerson toox 
him back and he finished the mile along in 
2:14 


The second heat gave the spectators a sam- 
ple of Star Pointer’s quality that was marred 
by a bad break which Patchen made in anout 
the same,spot where his rival failed in the 
precetiing heat. Dickerson got him to gcing. 
again, however, though Pointer paced the 
entire mile practically alone and without 
anything to prompt him. He reached the 
quarter in thirty seconds; was at the half 
in 1:08, the ‘three-quarters in 1:3644; and 
made the mile in 2:06. 

With Pointer at the pole in the final heat 
they went to the quarter in :20%, to the 
half like a team in exactly 1:00, to the three- 
quarters in 1:30, and the mile in 2:00%. 
Patchen fell back slightly at the three- 
quarter pole, but came fast through the 
stretch and up to the time that Dickerson 
saw he had no chance the black horse had 
paced the entire distance at a two-minute 
gait, Star Pointer finished the mile under 
a strong pull, and it is the opinion of expert 
horsemen that he could, with a little urging, 
have paced the mile in two minutes 

In the succeeding race, the free-for-all 
trot, another record was knocked to the 
winds. William Penn trotted tne first heat 
in 2:07%, lowering the 1897 trotting record 
one and one-quarter seconds. The record 
was held by Grace Hastiugs, who trotted 
a mile in 2:08 on the fast Columbus (O.)

Heirs of Former Governor John Evans 
Claim They Want an Ac- 
counting, 


Dmaha, Neb., Oct. 1.—{Special.]—The 
Shefiff of this county today received an or- 
der in injunction to serve on the Union Pa- 
cific officials here restraining them from 
selling the real estate of the company as 
advertised on Nov. 1. It will be served to- 
morrow. The order is issued by the District 
Court at Denver. Officials think it is cal- 
culated to highly complicate matters, though 
the precise effect will be determined by the 
Federal court here. 

The suit was instituted in Arapahoe Coun- 
ty, Colo., by the heirs of the late ex-Gov- 
ernor John.

CHIEF KIPLEY ANGRY BECAUSE HE 
SLIPS AWAY FROM CUSTODY. 


Politicians Have Jacob Strailer, 
Charged with Robbing Joseph Rip- 
pan of $1,200, Booked and Secure 
His Freedom on a $2,000 Bond— 
“Jack” Conway Signs as Surety 
and Schedules $10,000—Police Think 
He Hasn’t So Much Property: 


Jacob Strailer, alias “* Dayton Sam,” has 
slipped through the fingers of the police, 
and Chief Kipley is so angry that the heads 
of one or more policemen may fall in the 
basket before the storm blows over. 

** Dayton Sam” is one of the men who 
robbed Joseph Rippan of the Cicero Gas 
company of $1,200 on an Archer avenue car 
on Thursday .noon. He was arrested, but 
his accomplice made his escape with the 
money and has not been arrested. 

When “ Dayton Sam” was taken to the 
Twenty-second Street Station by Policemen 
Finnegan and Tracey he gave the name of 
James Martin. Within an hour after his ar- 
rest a delegation of politicians called on 
Lieutenant Cudmore and demanded that he 
be booked. Under strong pressure Lieuten- 
ant Cudmore sent the man to the Thirty- 
fifth Street Station, where ‘“‘ Jack” Con- 
way, an ex-saloonkeeper, signed his bond 
for $2,000 and he was released. Yesterday 
morning he failed to appear in court and

Conway Recently in an Asylum.

It also comes on the heels of Governor 
Tanner’s call for the special election that the 
politicians have been assured he will as- 
semble the Legislature in extraordinary 
session to make the apportionment. 

A story was going the rounds yesterday 
that Graeme Stewart can have the nomina- 
tion together with a promise of being re- 
nominated in 1898, if he will only consent to 
take it. There was also another story that 
some of the most influential of the leaders in 
the district want Chester M. Dawes, and the 
name of ex-Corporation Counsel William G. 
Beale was added to the list of those under dis- 
cussion.

PEACE ON THE SOUTH SIDE. 


Sunday that no “ultimatum” should be 
presented forthwith to the officers of the 
Chicago City Street railway company Tue 
TRIBUNB urged the employés of the road to 
utilize this delay to do a little thinking. 
It advised them to’ ask themselves how a 
strike would be of any possible benefit to 
. them, and whether, if they did strike, there 
was not.a reasonable certainty of their 
‘losing good jobs. / 
Their attention was called also to the an- 
noyance they would cause to the public, but 
the greatest stress was laid on the fact that 
they would bring suffering upon their own 
wives and families. Such personal appeals 
are effective often where appeals on behalf 
of the public are regarded with supreme in- 
difference. | 
The street.car men have reflected. They 
have looked into the strike question pretty 
thoroughly during the last few days, and 
as a consequence have decided to stay at 
work. ‘This conclusion was a disappoint- 
ment to some of the labor men who have 
been taking such an interest in this matter. 
They, who have nothing to lose by a strike, 
would -have liked to see the employés “ vin- 
dicate their manhood” by plunging head- 
long into a hopeless contest. On the other 
hand, the half million or more people who 
depend on the South Side street cars for 
means of transportation are very much 
| pleased. 
’ Those employés who might have struck 
had the conditions been more favorable dis- 
covered that there were many of their fel- 
lows who would not join a union and would 
stay at work even if others went out. No- 
tiee to that effect was served on. them. 
They did not see any manifestations of 
“ public sympathy ” strong enough to make 


event of a strike. They believed the com- 
pany would be able to fill every vacant place 
in short order if they went out. 

So the men who had formed a union de- 
cided not to strike, but resolved not to aban- 


“to keep on organizing and make the best of 
the time until the company attempts to 
break up the union.”. ‘Therefore there 
would be a’ possibility of trouble at some 
future day in case any-large number of the 
employés should be bent on a union and the 
company equally bent on breaking it up. 
It does not seem likely that there will be 
any union, however. 

There is some talk about the men going 


discharging employés because they are 
members of a union. There is a State law 
of questionable validity which makes a dis- 
charge for such a cause a misdemeanor. 
But, granting that law to be valid, the com- 
pany will not make itself amenable to it by 
discharging men because they belong to a 
union. It will always assign some other 
reason and it will be impossible to prove 
that that is not the real reason. 

As long as any considerable number of 
the employés are of the opinion that it is not 
for their interests to belong to a union there 

sis no special object in gétting one up. So 
it is not unlikely that the attempt will be 
abandoned and that there will be peace on 
the South Side, at least until the cable sys- 
tem is abandoned and the wages of the men 
who are working on the cable cars are re- 
duced a little to correspond to those paid 
men on electric cars.

TAMMANY MAKES ITS BED. 

The Tammany Democracy has been in 
session and in its choice of a candidate for 
Mayor of Greater New York has recorded 
the will of Boss Croker, who came.ali the 
way from Europe to dictate to his super- 
serviceable followers. Justice Robert A. 
Van Wyck was proposed for Mayor, and 
the nomination being in accordance with 
the Croker slate was put through accord- 
ing to regular Tammany methods. Not 
daring to face defeat himself through a 
general bolt of the Protestant Germans and 
Americans—there not being enough Catho- 
lic Irish votes to elect him—the boss did 
the “next best thing for himself, as he 
thought, by dictating the nomination of a 
Hollander, who, as he believed, would 
draw to him the German vote and yet might 
be relied upon to play the part of his super- 
serviceable tool in office. , 

That the nominee belongs to the regular 
Tammany crowd is shown by the incident 
of his arrest a few years ago for being 
drunk and disorderly at a French ball, men- 
tioned in Tue Tripune special of yester- 
day. The rest of the ticket is made up of 
a Brygnite spouter for Controller and a 
millionaire brewer and sportsman for Presi- 
dent of the Council—all being in accordance 
with the Croker-Sheehan program. 

The platform adopted, while catering to 
the lowest element by denouncing reform 
and Raines liquor law and declaring for 
# personal liberty ” and a few other “ glit- 
tering generalities,” is chiefly noticeable 
for what it does not say on the financial 
question. Its silence on this point was not 
only a cowardly evasion of what was re- 
garded as a vital issue in the campaign of 
a year ago, but a direct snub to Bryan, the 
chosen leader in that campaign, as shown 
by his letter to the “‘ United Democracy ” 
a few days ago*declaring his preference 
for “a government by the Republican 
‘party ” rather than “by the Democratic 
party without responsibility to. Demo- 
cratic principles.” 

There are already indications that the 
snub thus administered to Bryan and his 
devoted followers by ignoring the plat- 
form of 1896 and the free silver 
issue will be indignantly resented. Its tirst 
effect in all probability will be the ac- 
ceptance by Henry George, the single tax 
champion, of the nomination for Muyor 
already tendered him by the Bryanite 
“ United Democracy,” to which will prob- 
ably be added that of other factions, includ- 
ing the Social Democracy, the single tax 
men, and various workingmen’s organiza- 
tions. Henceforward the contest seems 
destined to become a “ free-for-all ”’ with 
the usual fate for the “hindmost.” 'The 
Tammanyites have evidently set out to win 
in accordance with their characteristics 
and do not propose to be hampered by obliga- 
tions to any other party or faction in the 
management of the affairs of the new and 
greater municipality in case of their suc- 
cess. 

Altogether there seems an excellent op- 
portunity for the opponents of Tammany to 
win. Will they have the sagacity and the 
patriotism to do so? While the Tammany 
nomination seems destined to result in 
Democratic division, the better elements 
of all parties are now in a mood favorable 
to uniting on a. strong anti-'l'‘ammany can- 
didate. Already the German-Ameri¢an 
union, representing some twenty to twenty- 
five thousand votes, has declared for Low, 
and if the Platt-Republican machine has 
y any regard for its own future or the wel- 
fare of the party and of Greater New York 
it will govern its policy accordingly. The 
situation is sufficiently mixed to make it 
& most interesting one. Again we ask, 
will the opponents of Tammany—the Re- 
publicans and the anti-Tammany Demo- 
crats—have the good sense to get together 
and win? 


MORE OF JOHN BULL’S BLUSTER. 

The London Vanity Fair, a paper which 
has a large circulation among the British 
jingoes, prints an insolent and truculent 
article in which it asserts that Secretary 
Sherman has overstepped the bounds of pa- 
tience. “ This time,” it says, “it looks as 
though we would have to do something to 
suppress the Yankees. Unless this constant 
annoyance from Washington shall cease, 
unless the Americans are taught to peace- 
fully recognize that we are a great and 
powerful nation, gunpowder will have to be 
used.” Then in-a similar strain it adds: 


We do not want to see the United States put 
back many years. We are not in the slightest 
degree anxious to make history for them. but 
America must understand that there are bounds 
to our good nature and that we have a terribly 
dangerous temper underlying our usually un- 
ryffied placidity—a temper it will not be good for 
her to rouse. Unhappily hatred breeds hatred. 
The Englishman is beginning to loathe him whom 
he~onct honored with the name of cousin. If the 
American people hate the English and the English 
return the dislike, what can result? We would 
not prophesy; we rather pray for the return of 
American sanity in time to cure the foilles of 
youth. America, after all, is little better than a 
mere baby. 


The most effective reply to this insolent 
British bluster would be to use expedition in 
putting our chief seaports in the amplest 
‘condition of self-defense. New York and 
Boston should have a few 16-inch caliber 
disappearing guns to send to the bottom 
miles away any British battleship which 
should venture to attack them. A few 12 
or 13 inch guns of high power would place 
Washington, Baltimore, and Philadelphia 
beyond the danger of bombardment. A few 
big guns in front of Charleston, Savannah, 
Fortress. Monroe, Port Royal, and New 
Orleans would take care of. them. A few 
guns of biz caliber would protect San Fran- 
cisco-and Seattle. A few guns, also prop- 
erly placed, would prevent any British gun- 
boats from entering Lake Ontario or get- 
ting into Lakes Erie, on Michigan, or 


Superior. A few millions operly expend- 
ed in judicious fortifications would cause 
the British statesmen and journalists, as 
well as those of every other power, to mod- 
ify their impudent tone and saucy talk. 
Congress must also provide for a few 
more first-class fighting ships. Three or 
four or half a dozen are not enough. Na- 
tional influence and prolonged peace depend 
sO greatly on ample sea power that Con- 
‘gress will be terribly derelict if it neglects 
to provide for it. A dozen first-class fight- 
ing ships are the very least we should have 
constructed. They do not need to be com- 
missioned at sea until the necessity arises 
for their employment, bo that the cost of 
their maintenance will net be great in time 
of peace.

THE EUROPEAN CHESS-BOARD. 

Changes on the Buropean chess-bvard 
have followed eaeh other with such light- 
ning rapidity during the iast few days that 
the closest attention to the daily foreign 
‘news columns has been necessary to keep up 
with the movement. The latest report of 
the situation in Cuba is to the effect that 
Genera) Weyler has tendered his resigna- 
tion. While this lacks positive confirma- 
tion there is a general belief that his re- 
tirement -will take place ag an early day, 
either by his voluntary resignation or 
through his recall by a new Spanish Cabi- 
net. Strong influences appear to have been 
brought to bear at Madrid, howeyer, to 
induce his retention in power until the ex- 
piration of the period he had asked for 
completing his work of “ pacification.” As 
this is now said to be March next—mean- 
ing five months more of his bloody rule— 
its acceptance by the Spanish government 
would furnish one of the must conclusive 
reasons for intervention by the United 
States. 

The situation as regards the crisis in the 
Spanish Cabinet continues unchanged with 
the resignations of the late ministry in 
the hands of the Queen Regent, but without 
the choice of their successors having yet 
been determined. Speculation is divided 
on the question whether an attempt would 
be made to organize a mixed ministry 
composed of Liberals and Conservatives 
with General Azcarraga, the late Premier, 
at its head, or one composed entirely of 
Liberals, though the drift of public opinion 
seems 10 be towards the latter. In the 
latter event it is regarded as absolutely 
certain that Sefior Sagasta wil! be cailed 
upon to form the new Cabinet. A mixed 
Cabinet ig regarded as utterly improbable 
except incase of a war with the United 
States. 

In the event of the accession of a Liberal 
Cabinet to power there is a very general 
conviction that a more pacific and con- 
ciliatory policy towards Cuba would be 
adopted. 
ment of his opposition to the policy of the 
late ministry, but has been known as an 
open and avowed advocate of autonomy for 
the unhappy island. The time when such 
a concession can be successfully made, 
however, has evidently, passed, and the war 
will be fought out to the bitter end unless 
it is stopped by intervention or the recogni- 
tion of Cubafi independence.

Under such 
conditions subjugation at the hands of a 
strong power might be regarded as a bless- 
ing, whereas it lies powerless in the gTip 
of the “concerting” powers while being 
plucked by its ancient enemy, the “ unspeak- 
able Turk.”

JOHN R. M’LEAN IS SAD. 

John R. McLean has found that it {s 
much easier to raise evil spirits than it is 
to rule and guide them after they have once 
been raised. He espoused the cause of free 
silver years ago, not because he believed 
in it, but because he fancied it was an 
issue which would give Ohio to the Demo- 
crats and make him United States Senator. 

Even after the defeat of Bryan and the 
failure to carry Ohio McLean believed that 
the Democrats might win in that State this 
year on the free silver issue. So the plat- 
form indorsed that dishonest doctrine flat- 
ly and the intention was to make free silver 
the great question in the campaign. 

Buta tide of prosperity came along. 
Wheat went up to a dollar a bushel in good 
money and the other products of the farm- 
ers brought good prices. The manufac- 
tories began to resume operations. In 
view of all this McLean was of opinion the 
Democrats should change their plan of 
campaign, ignoring free silver and devoting 
themselveg mainly to attacking the trusts, 
government by injunction, ete. He was 
satisfied that there was no hope of carrying 
the State on free silver alone. 

When the fanatical free silverites noticed 
that their doctrine was not being given the 
prominence they thought it should receive 
they complained bitterly. The result of 
their complaintsis that Mr. McLean no long- 
er looks on himself in the light of the Demo- 
cratic Senatorial candidate, and A. J. War- 
ner, the old free silverite, has taken his 
place. The campaign is to be conducted 
henceforth as much as possible on a free 
silver basis. 

So much the better for the Republicans.

SILVER GOING DOWN AGAIN, 

Silver is going down hill again. On the 
2ist of iast month there.were some sales in 
New York at the rate of 59% cents an ounce. 
Wednesday the selling price was 53% cents 
an ounce. ‘There was a drop of 544 cents 
in eight days. ‘That is a trifle over 0 per 
cent or more than 1 per cent per day. 

On the 1st of last month silver was quoted 
at 51% cents, which is the lowest pricc on 
record. It will not be long before that 
record is repeated and is beaten. For the 
causes which have pulled down the value 
of silver—the lessened cost of production 
and the overproduction—are still at work. 

It is stated that the sudden advance 
from 51% cents to 59% cents was due to 
purchases of er for India, to rumors 
that the Indian mints might be opened to 
silver, and to the remote possibility that the 
Bank oz England miglit keep a part of its 
reserve in that metal. As it is r 
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Sagasta has made no conceal- | 


opened and the Bank of England will not 
absorb any silver, the speculators in that 
metal have become inactive and the price is 
dropping down to the old level. . 

But even if thoge events, on the happen- 
ing of which the speculators bet when they 
made higher bids for silver, were to come 
to pass, the advance in price would not be 
permanente The mints and the bank would 
absorb a fraction of the surplus stock of 
silver. Then the higher price would stimu- 
late production, and in a little while silver 
would be worth no more than it was a few 
months before. : 

*Some copper has just been taken out of 
a lake steamer which sunk thirty years ago. 
When that copper was shipped from the 
mines in the upper peninsula of Michigan 
it was worth about 25 cents a pound in gold. 
It is worth 11 cents a pound now. The 
demand for copper has increased enormous- 
ly since 1867. It is used for purposes un- 
dreamed of then. But the price has gone 
down, because the cost of producing copper 
and putting it on the market has been cut 
in two.. What is true of copper is true of 
silver,

Therefore we reaffirm our 
allegiance to the great financial principle which 
guided Jefferson, Jackson, and Cleveland—that 
it is the sole function of the federal government in 
monetary-Matters to provide a standard of value 
and to coin metallic Money, every dollar of which 
shall be of equal intrinsic value; that nothing but 
this coined money shall be legal tender, and that 
the government shall not carry on a banking 
business. *

LIBERAL VICTORY IN WALES. 


Increase in the Majority of Samuel 
Moss, Who Is Liberal to the Home 
Rule Irish. 


London, Sept. 30.—The result of the elec- 
tion Tuesday in the Hast Division of Den- 
bigshire for a member of Parliament to suc- 
ceed the late Rt.-Hon. Sir George Osborne 
Morgan, Baronet, Liberal, deceased, is a. 
Liberal victory, with an increased majority. 
The polling was as follows: :

At the last gerieral election Sir George 
Morgan, Liberal, polled 4,809 votes and H. 
S. I. Raikes, Conservative, polled 3,115 votes, 
@ majority of 1,784 for the Liberal candidate. 

Mr. Moss was classed by his opponents as 
being a weak man for the Liberals to put up, 
after the district had been represented by 
so strong a member as Sir George Morgan, 
and even Mr. Moss’ supporters did not an- 
ticipate his polling a majority as large as 
that of the deceased member. . 

Mr. Moss; who is a lawyer by profession 
and a resident of Rossett, in his address to 
the electors, of whom there are 9,919 in 
twenty-one polling districts, about 8,000 of 
them being engaged in agricultural pur- 
suits and the remainder in industrial con- 
cerns, mostly collieries, declared that he was 
prepared to give loyal adherence to the poil- 
icy of the last Liberal government. 

He explained that, like their old leader, 
Mr. Gladstone, he placed implicit faith ina 
“union of hearts cemented by proper con- 
cessions to the reasonutle demands of either 
Welsh or Irish or Scotch Nationalists, as 
expressed by their lawfully constituted rep- 
resentatives.” For this reason such a meas- 
ure of home rule for Ireland ‘as would satis- 
fy the just aspirations of the Irish people, 
and which would also tnsure the safety and 
integrity of the empire, would have his 
hearty support. 

He deemed it the duty of the next Liberal 
government to ,establish perfect religious 
equality for all in the eye of the state. To 
effect this, among other changes, there must 
be the disestablishment and disendowment 
of the state-established Episcopal Church in 
Wales, the placing of all schools receiving 
state aid under direct popular control. One- 
tenth of the people of Wales only belong to 
that church, tho’ all are taxed to support 
it. Marriages in Nonconformist places of 
worship should have the same force, through 
the compulsory attendance of the Registrar, 
as marriages in the state church. :

Latest Estimate of the Big Wheat Crop 
Gives Two Hundred and Sixty-nine 
Million Bushels for Exportation. 


The latest estimate, that the yield this year 
will amount to 590,000,000 bushels, comes 
from the crop reporter who commands most 
confidence in the trade, and whose é8timates 
last year proved most nearly.correct, and it 
is regarded by many as threatening a disas- 
trous depression in the price of wheat. It is 
accompanied by the statement that con- 
Sumption will be 325,000,000 bushels and the 
requirement for seed 55,000,000, while 59,. 
000,000 bushels are said to be brought over 
from last year, so that 269,000,000 bushels 
would remain for expert. But in the form 
presented this statement is misleading. , 

Nobody imagines that actual stocks dt the 
close of any year after a good yield will be 
reduced as low as they were July 1, when 
they were smallest since July 1, 1891. At 
least as much wheat as was then in the - 
country must be retained to provide for the 
future, and a larger quantity Will certainly 
be retained unless prices go-very high, jor, 


as the next harvest draws near, there fs a . 


certainty of another very heavy yield. ‘For 
practical purposes, therefore, at least the 
quantity reported on hand on July 1 must be 
deducted from the remainder available for 
export, and properly a larger quantity, 
69,000,000 bushels being as little as can rea- 
sonably be allowed for stocks retained by 
farmers, in commerctal stores, and in the 
form of flour at the end of a good crop year. 
This would leave actually available for ex- 
port no_more than 200,000,000 bushels, which 
is but 40,000,000 bushels more than the aver 
age exports for the last four years. It is 
not doubted that the world’s markets will . 
need from this country a much greater in- 
crease of supply unless foreign consumption 
is surprisingly reduced. 

But the estimate also errs a little in allow- 
ance for consumption, which must be based 
upon the mean population for the crop year, 
and at the rate prevailing prior to the de- 
moralization of official statistics would be 
about 337,000,000 bushels. This would reduce 
the surplus available for export a little below 
190,000,000 bushels, and in view of the foreign 
demand there appears no reason to expect 
that such a quantity would suffice to pre- 


vent a good range of prices during the crop . 


year. Indeéd, with a cargo of wheat actual- 
ly shipped from New York to Argentina 
this week, and no possibility of determining 
at this date within 50,000,000 bushels what 
surplus for export that country may have 
after Jan. 1, it may fairly be considered that 
the estimate in question justifies quite high 
prices until the crops of that country, India, 
and Australia are out of danger.—New York

© stock market this week. The check in 
the bull campaign, which declared itself last 
week, has apparently discouraged the pub- 
lic, and liquidation of outside holdings has 
taken the place of commission house buying. 
Equally significant was the absence of sup- 
port from the pools and large speculators. 
There have been a number of very favorable 
developments. Railroad earnings in partic- 
ular present very encouraging results, the 
August net of the Burlington, Pennsylvania, 
Erie, and other roads being fully up to pre- 
vious expectations. The increasing activity 
of the iron and steel trade might also be sup- 
posed to have a good effect. The hardening 
of rates for money has not been accom- 
panied by ahy disturbance or pressure, and 
exchange rates have this week worked 
naturally in the direction of gold importa- 
tions. These factors, however, seem to 
have had no effect, and the efforts of bear 
traders to depress prices and cause further 
liquidation met with little or no opposition. 
‘London was a purchaser of its specialties at 
the declines, presumably to cover the short 
interest there, though it {s also claimed that 
foreign speculative interests have taken the 
opportunity to purchase for the long account. 
In conservative circles the prevalent im- 
pression is that the extension of speculation 
had reached a stage where large interests 
scented danger from allowing it to continue 
unchecked, and that the alleged realizing 
and withdrawal of support by such people 
was designed to avert a more severe shock 
to the market later on—when it might be 
impossible to control the situation. In the 
present instance it is indeed claimed that the 
reaction has been more severe than the lead- 
ers expcted. The fear of complications with 
Spain over Cuba, growing out of our new 
Minister's representations to the Spanish 
government, was allayed at the end of the 
week by the fall of the Spanish Cabinet. 

The yellow fever at the South has undoubt- 
edly been a factor to some extent, particular- 
ly in depressing’ the Southern stocks. The 
gas stocks were notably weak on liquida- 
tion by speculative buyers, and some of the 
recent favorites in the outside securities 
market have suffered severe setbacks.

Judge Showalter, in the Federal Court yes- 
terday afternoon, approved the form of the 
lease to be entered into by the Metropolitan 
Elevated railroad company and the other 
“L’’ lines with the Union Loop corporation 
for the use of the loop structure, and the 
order to sign the contract was made. It is 
expected the various signatures will be af- 
fixed today. It was announced the date for 
opening the loop to traffic would be Sunday, 
Oct. \10, when the Metropolitan “L’’ is ex- 
pected\to bégin running trains over the 
structure» and the Alley “L”’ is expected to 


| follow suit within thirty days.

Main Points’of Lease. 

The lease binds each of the roads to pay 
half a cent for every passenger carried by 
it, whether over the loopornot. The lessees 
are also to pay the operating expenses of 
the loop, taxes, insurance, and assessments, 
and to guarantee $250,000 per annum, equiva- 
lent to the interest on $5,000,000 bonds, and 
the cost of maintaining the corporate ex- 
istence the loop company, not.to exceed 
$2,500 a Year. The Union Loop corporation 
is charged with interest on its bonds, prop- 
erty claims, or damages arising from the 
erection of the structure, and the percentage 
of earnings according to the agreement with 
the city of July 6, 1896. 

Receiver Dickinson MacAllister of the 
Metropolitan presented the lease to Judge 
Showalter. General Counsel W. W. Gurley 
appeared for the recolver, and Attorney 
Henry 8. Robbins for some of the bond 
holders of the road not in the Reorganization 
committee’s movement. Mr. Robbins ob- 
jected to the contract by the receiver being 
binding upon the road itself. The court, 
however, considered: the lease vital to the 
best interests of the road and approved it. 


Parties to the Lease. 

Thg lease recites it is madgon Oct. 1, 1897, 
between the Union Elevated railroad com- 
pany, lessor, as party of the first part, and 
Dickinson MacAllister, receiver of the Met- 
répolitan West Side Elevated railroad com- 
pany, the. Lake Street Elevated railroad 
company, the Northwestern Elevated rail- 
road company, and the South Side Elevated 
railroad company, lessees, parties of the sec- 
ond part. It recites the agreement of Dec. 
19, 1894. The consideration is expressed as 
**$1 by each to the other paid.” 

The lease then continues:

doors. 

More than One Barroom.. 


The Great Northern Hotel maintains three 
separate apartments devoted exclusively 
to the sale of wet goods. Henry C. Schen- 
dorf runs an up-stairs bar and a down- 
stairs saloon at the Wabash. With an 
L-shaped room T. J. O’Connor operates @ 
“double header” in the Ashland Block. 
David Lewensohn, at the Masonic Temple, 
owns his ground floor resort and the roof 
garden privilege. And there are others. 

Collector Martin contends in all such 
cases the city must have $500 for each bar- 
room. Yesterday he notified the proprietors 
of these resorts they will be required to se- 
cure additional permits. 

Schendorf received an invitation +o call 
at the collector’s office and complied. He 
charged there was a conspiracy on foot to 
break up his business. The outcome was, 
Martin gave him notice that unless he takes 
out a second license before 6 o’clock next 
Monday evening the one he already has 
will be revoked.

Prof. Elmer Gates Invents 
‘@ Marvelous Instrument. 


NEW POWER TO MAGNIFY. 


It Will Increase an Object 8,000,- 
000 Diameters. 


CARR MUST WALK THE PLANK 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 1.—[Special.]— 
Professor Elmer Gates, who has come into 
prominence by reason of his recent success- 


ful experiments in the field of microscopy, 


has a large and well-equip laboratory at 


Chevy Chase, near Washington. It is the | 


largest psychological laboratory in the 
world. A scientific paradise, so to speak, 
where the elect may revel in apparatus of 
most intricate and unpronouricable nomen- 
clature. Here his experiments have been, 
carried on for several years, some of his 
studies having been begun twenty-two years 
ago. His latest achievement is an. instru- 
snent that magnifies 300 times more than the 
present microscope, thus opening up a world 
as new to science as the one that was de- 
veloped by the criginal microscope, which 
magnifies 10,000 diameters, while the new 
instrument of Professor Gates magnifies 


800 times that, which is 8,000900. With. 


this objects cannot be seen with the naked 
eye, but the discoverer has provided a way 
to make them visible by an improved process 
of photo-microscopy, which reveals that 
which the modern microscope cannot show. 
This is destined to play a most important 
part in the science of psycho-physical re- 
search. Professor Gates is a native of Day- 
ton and is fortunate enough to have a 
wealthy friend, said to be Mrs. Hearst, who 
has appropriated $25,000 a year to further 
his work. With this fund he has established 
a hue of investigation which, judging from 
results already gained, will place upon a 
sure basis the science of therapeutics and 
which will be of value to brainworkers and 
prolong human life.

When Professor Gates was asked by THs 
‘TRIBUNE correspondent for a short state- 
ment of his great invention he took a large 
envelope, with the printed legend, “ Eimer 
Gates, Chevy Chase, Md.,” in one corner, 
and wrote the following in lead pencil: 

‘If the markings of structures on the real 
image of the present microscope are too 
close together they are photographed on the 
sensitive plate as one object. If less than 
the ten-thousandth of a millimeter apart 
the markings are coalescent on the plate. 
Now, I introduce a second, specially con- 
structed microscope to view a small part of 
this image and further magnify before pho- 
tographing it, thus getting these markings 
far enough apart to photograph separately.

When visited at his laboratory, which is 
an extensive affair, containing among other 
things a triple dark room, the central cham- 
ber being within two other independent 
rooms, Professor Gates gave additional de- 
taile of his work. In view of the technical 
character of the invention he was asked to 
dictate his explanation, which he did, as 
follows: 

“This new discovery controverts one of 
the established rules taught by all scien- 
tists in this regard, and that is that you 
must get nearer the object for greater mag- 
nification and have to use a small lens the 
nearer you get. On an Abbe plate, consist- 
ing of fine lines ruled close together, a 12- 
inch object showed four lines and three | 
spaces. With a 16-inch it showed nine lines 
and eight spaces. Then, taking a second, 
with a %-inch objective, or a 14 mm ob- 
jective, it was focused upon the real im- 
agine of the microscope by introducing the 
ocular of the first microscope, so that the 
plant of the second objective was in the 
plane of the real image, and then two lines 
and one space covered the entire field of 
vision, thus demonstrating that a greater 
magnification can be obtained by a 6% ob- 
jective than with a 12-inch without putting 
the 6-inch objective any nearef than usual.”

“This demonstrates a wholly new prin- 
ciple—namely: that a second microscope can 
be used to view a small part of the real 
image produced by the first microscope. 
Thus not requiring the expensive small 
lenses which are difficult to make and which 
have to be placed so close to the object that 
thick covered glasses cannot be used. With 
a full tube length of both microscopes a 
greater magnification can be produced with 
a six and a two-third objective than with a 
sixteen-inch by the ordinary method. The 
advantage of not having to work so close to 
the object and of the larger field of vision 
will be obvious to the microscopist.

* This is only, however, a first step. When 
I replace the 2-3 objective of the second mi- 
croscope the magnification is 400 more dia- 
meters, but the image cannot be seen by the 
eye, but must be photographed. With a 
twelfth objective on the first microscope and 
a three-inch on the second I get a magnifica- 
tion of 8,000,000. This requires new photog- 
raphic facilities, which I hope very soon to 
have., The present experiment will carry 
microscopy as much beyond the present art 
as itis itself beyond the power of the human 
eye.”’

GENERAL .CITY HALL NEWS. 


Aldermen Get a Reporter Instead of 
Kickham Scanlan, for Whom 
They Sent. 
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“ The lessor grants all and singular unto 
said lessees the said loop Mine for as long a 
period as said elevated railroad hereby de- 
scribed shall Be permftted to be maintained 
in and upon the route under the present ex- 
isting ordinances of the city and any other 
that shall be obtained.” 

Provision is made that the power-houses, 
electrical equipment, use of stations, and 
apparatus are included. The manner of 
furnishing current is stated to be the same 
as now used on the Metropolitan and Lake 
Street lines—the third rail system—the two 
companies to use their own current without 
necessity of change. The use of the loop is 
restricted to trains operated by or belonging 
to the lessees. 

Cost to Lessees,. 

The lessees agree to pay one-halgof one 
cent for each and every passenger carried 
by the said lessees on their respective rail- 
roads. ‘“‘ Nach lessee pays the said sum of 
one-half of one cent for each and every pay- 
ing passenger carried by it on its road.”’ 

The lessees are to pay to the lessor the en- 
tire cost for maintenance, renewals, repairs, 
ard apparatus, including the taxes, assess- 
ments, insurance, and .grotund rent of the 
power-houses; ‘“‘each lessee _ receiving 
power from the power-house to pay that 
proportion thereof of the expenses of the 
sume which the total number of car miles 
operated by such lessee on or over the tracks 
of the said loop line shall bear to the total 
number of car miles operated by all of the 
lessees using power.’’ 

Lessees not using the loop shall pay at the 
rate of $62,500 per annum, in monthly in- 
stallments of $5,208.83, on.the 15th day of 
each month, until they do use the loop. 

Special Provision. 

The following provision is inserted at this 
point: 

“‘If the same does not equal¢the sum total 
of: (a) All costs of every kind defrayed or 
incurred by the sald lessor. (b) Also $250,000 
per annum in addition. (c) Entire cost of 
maintaining the corporate existence of said 
lessor, such entire cost not to exceed $2,500 
per annum. Then and in such event the 
lessees shall pay the deficit to the lessor, 
paying that part which the number of pay- 
ing passengers carried on the railroad shall 
bear to the whole number of passengers car- 
ried by all the lessees on their respective 
railroads in proportion.”’ 

In the event of a default by any road in the 
payment of its charges it shall be excluded 
from use of the line, and only reinstated upon 
paying defaulted money and such portion as 
it should have paid had it not defaulted. 


In Event of Defaults. 


Then comes the provision over which the 
roads have been hesitating so long,.in refer- 
ence to payments in event of default of any 
road. The provision reads: 

“The lessees shall provide the lessor with 
all necessary money to pay all expenses in- 
curred by the line in operation and main- 
tenance, and in addition $250,000 per annum, 
thereby protecting said lessor from any 
danger of making default in the payment of 
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Aldermen Kahler and Biewer of the sub- 
committee named to recount the ballots in

Wheat 
is very scarce. Offerings are readily taken 
all the way from 80 cents to $1 a bushel. Mill- 
ers carrying very light stocks of wheat. 

In Missouri from 50 to 75 per cent of the 
crop is sown. ‘The early sown will have to 
be more or less reseeded; owing to the stand 
being so thin from the effects of the dry 
weather. Mills are generally short of wheat. 
Plowing at the present time is simply out 
of the question. 

From Kansas the story comes that the 
situation just now is critical. The ground 
has been very largely plowed, but it is so 
lumpy and hard that it cannot be got into 
shape for seeding. More or less of the early 
wheat which was sown sprouted and as it 
comes up dies off in a few days. If they 
get good rains within ten days this will 
Kelp matters greatly, but with heavy rains 
it would be ten days before any wheat could 
be sown, and then it will make seeding very 
late. Very little wheat is moving out of 
farmers’ hands, as they do not care to sell 
at present prices. Millers are generally 
carrying: light stocks. If this had been a 
normal season the acreage for ’98 would 


have been nearly double what it now prom-, 


ises to be. Most of the wheat being thrashed 
now is going into the granaries of the farm- 
ers to be held for higher prices. Farmers 


have realized more than usual on what they 
have sold, have satisfied their pressing de- 
mands, and. are in no hurry to dispose of 
the balance. Meadows and pastures are 
all dried up. 

Kentucky complains very bitterly of the 
condition of things in that area. Pastures 
are dried up and would burn over at any 
place if set fire to. The water supply is 


- very short and the fall farm work Is serious- 


ly interfered with. Wheat will be late seed- 
ed, and without rain the intended acreage 
will be greatly reduced, as farmers cannot 
get it in before winter. Wheat is selling at 
90 cents, but the bulk of it is held for $1. 
Farmers are not free sellers, as they never 
were in such shape as they are today to 
hold for higher prices. 

Tennessee says that it is impossible to 
plow at present. Twenty-five to 30 per cent 
of the ground is ready for seeding. The high 
price of wheat has been a great stimulus 
and great efforts will be made to increase 
the acreage. Conditions now are very much 
against that. Very little wheat is coming 
into market, and the milling trade ts dull. 
Meadows and pastures are completely dried 


up. ; 

The State of Washington reports that 
they have had such a tremendous crop of 
wheat that there was not enough men, 
teams, or machinery in the country to take 
care of it in any reasonable time.

VOTE OF A CENTENARIAN. 


THE NATION'S OLDEST DEMOCRAT 
CAST IT FOR W’KINLEY. 


Captain Joseph King of Lansing- 
burg, N. Y., Is in His 106th Year and 
Has Been Voting for Demeeratn, 
Since Monroe’s Time—His Views of 
16 to 1 Free Silver—The Latter Goes | 
Hand in Hand with Poverty and 


Distress. 


About a year ago the New York sound 
money papers were publishing the following 
interview with the oldest Democratic voter 
in the United States. The old man lived to 
carry out his purpose of voting the Repub- 
lican ticket once at least before he departed 
to heaven. Whether he is yet in the land 
of the living we have not heard: 

Troy, N.Y., Oct. 31, 1896.—Capt. Joseph King 
of Lansingburg, a suburb of Troy, is the 
oldest Democrat in the United States, but he 
will not vote for the boy orator of the 
Platte. Captain King is now in his 106th 
year. He cast his first vote for James Mon- 
roe in 1816, and will probably cast his last 
for McKinley and Hobart next Tuesday. 
He is a firm believer in sound money and the 
gold standard, and of paying debts in as 
valuablé currency as one borrows. Since the 
opening of the campaign he has taken a keen 
interest in political matters, and he has fol- 
lowed the trend of events with closeness and 
accuracy. He was one of the first men in 
Lansingburg to register, and he went 
through the proceeding with enjoyment. 

“I ain’t as young as I used to be, but I’m 
still a good hand at voting,’’ he remarked to 
those who had gathered about him. 

Captain King has voted for every Prest- 
dential candidate who has appealed to his* 
political views since the time of Monroe, 
which was long before General Jackson was 
President. Hitherto he has always been a 
Democrat, and Mr. Bryan is the first candi. 
date nominated by a Democratic convention 
whose view he cannot indorse. Captain King | 
is firm in the belief that 16 to 1 free silver 
means ruin for this country. 

** Show mea country where there’s free sil- 
ver and I'll show you poverty and distress,”’ 
is his reply when any one attempts to get hini 
into an argument on the financial question. 
Captain King is a kindly old man, and noth- 
ing delights him more when the days are 
soft and’ balmy than to sit in his pretty little 
garden beneath the spreading branches of a 
shade tree. His dog, a very intelligent New- 
foundland, is always at his side, and is his 
constant companion. When the weather 
prevents outdoor exercise he may be found 
in his woodshed. He wields an ax with as 
much vigor as Mr. Gladstone, and makes the 
chips fly tn all directions, Occasionally he 
casts aside the ax, and, taking up an old- 
fashioned saw, begins work with the energy 
of a man of 40. 

**Sawing and cuttings wood is good exer- 
cise; it will make you live to a good old age 
if you don’t overdo it,”’ he said one day toa 
visitor who found him in the woodshed hard 
at work. 

Since cold weather set In he has contented 
himself with short walks. It was during one 
of these.walks that he was induced to talk | 
at length on politics. 

** 1 see that you wear a McKinley button, 
Mr. King,’’ said a reporter. 

*“* Yes, indeed,”’ said the Captain with a 
chuckle, ‘‘ I would not be without it. When 
I saw McKinley’s picture for the first time I 
said that he is just as good a man as Abe 
Lincoln was. I liked his face; it is a good 
face. So I made up my mind, after studying. 
the situation very closely, to voteforhim. I 
don’t like the Chicago platform a bit; Ican’t 
go it. I may be a mighty old man, but I'm 
no Anarchist.” { 

‘What do you think of Bryan, Captain?’ 

“Bryan? Huh, I have no use forhim. I 
tell you, boy, that free silver would ruin this 
country.”’ 

‘* McKinley is sure to get your vote, then?” 
“ Well, he will if I'm alive. You can bet 
on what I’m talking about. Weare going to 
win without any trouble. I hoped to turn 
out in the sound money parade in Troy, but I 
can’t stand the walking.” 

Barring occasional attacks of rheumatism 
Captain King is in very good health. He 
hasn’t touched anything intoxicating for 
more than seventy years; he does not like 
any man who drinks.

DROUGHT THE FACTOR. 


CONTINUED DRY WEATHER HAS AN 
EFFECT ON GRAIN MARKETS. 


Early Strength Is Quickly Lost—Liver- 
pool Easy in Tone — Hard Winter 
Wheat Sold for Export—Provisions 
Lack Snap—Corn Weakens After 
Shorts Are Provided For—Small De- 
liveries on October Contracts—Gos- 
sip About Spring Wheat Exports. 


In view of the weak closing of the wheat 
market the show of strength during the 
early part of the session is hard to explain. 
throughout the 
West and Southwest, 
with its bearing on 
winter wheat seeding, 
was one of the fac- 
tors. Liverpool was 
up %d, with the stock 
of wheat and flour 
there showing de- 
creases for the 
month of September. 
The most influential 
buying was the cov-~- 
ering of short wheat 
by the Barretts. Ac- 
cording. to pit gossip 
A. J. Weil, who has 
December Wheat Range. not been much of a 
trader recently, has been taking in short lines 
of wheat. It was essentially a scalpers’ 
market, with the buying of the character in- 
dicated and the selling supposed to be by 
Keuffman of St. Louls and some of the local 
bears. On the early advance December 
wheat sold up a full cent from the previous 
close, touching 91%c. From that point there 
was a decline to the close, at 90%c. The net 
loss in this delivery was %c. The discount 
on May, which was %c on Thursday night, 
was a full cent at the close yesterday. The 
talk of further business by Geddes-Kirk- 
wood for export no doubt had something to 
do with the early advance, although export 
houses generally are suspicious of the busi- 
ness done. 


Markets Sensitive to Drought. 

As the whole market was sensitive on the 
question of drought the report by Kansas 
City of the prospect of rain may have been 
an influence during the latter part of the 
day. It was supposed by some that Linn 
had sold out his wheat, but the people most 
familiar with his method of trading assert 
that this in an error. With a prospective 
increase of 500,000 bu at Duluth and Minne- 
apolis, the trade is figuring on a visible sup- 
ply increase of 2,000,000 bu, or a third more 
than for the same week last year. Liverpool 
lost ground during the day, closing with a 
decline of 4d to 144d on futures. Paris was 
unchanged, while Antwerp was 12% centimes 
higher for red winter wheat. Clearances 
were equivalent to 288,000 bu, against prima- 
ry receipts of 1,252,000 bu. Northwestern 
receipts were 1,096 cars, against 1,001 cars 
a week ago,and1,136carsa yearago. Local 
receipts were 206 cars, of which only two 
were contract grade, with 14,000 bu inspect- 
ed out of store. Armour sold a lot of 95,000 
bu of No. 2 hard winter wheat to go out by 
way of Kingston at the equivalent of under 
2c under December price in store. There 
was some tendency to weakness in the off 
gradcs, as was shown the previous day, but 
not in so marked a degree. 

The provision market was dull and in- 
clined to drag. The yellow-fever influence 
is not so much in alarming reports as in the 
fact that all speculative interest in the mar- 
ket seems to be killed. The market did not 
sympathize with grain in the early advance, 
the high price of the day being a shade lower 
than the closing prices of Thursday. On the 
other hand, the last prices of the day were 
about the lowest. The cash trade was dull. 
The best buying of pork was by Counselman 
& Day. The October deliveries were light, a 
little pork and lard going around. Local re- 
ceipts of hogs were 22,000, with an estimate 
of 15,000. On these receipts the market was 
5c higher. 


Coarse Grain Generally Lower. 

Corn was strong at the opening, but weak 
at the close, last quotations being at the 
lowest point of the day and %c under Thurs- 
day’s close. The prevailing drought was the 
feature of the early market. The map did 
not show a drop of rain throughout the big 
corn section of the Northwest, Southwest, 
or West. Both December and.May deliveries 
opened from «ce to \c over previous closings, 
with shorts active buyers on the strength of 
Grought stories. Advices from Kansas and 
that general section were that much damage 
is being done to pasture land and that farm- 
ers are feeding corn, which under normal 
conditions: would not be done for six weeks 
yet. Owing to dry weather and soil condi- 
tions fall plowing has been abandoned in 
these sections. Before noon Bartlett-Frazier 
covered shorts in December and May to the 
extent of about a million bushels. This is 
supposed to be for Weir. Patten also took 
in considerable short corn, and Barrett 
bought about a millién. With the demands 
of the short interest satisfied, an easier tone 
set in and heavy sales of May by Baldwin- 
Gurney started a decline which was helped 
along by general selling during the closing 
hours of the session. Local receipts were 
%62,800 bu and shipments 393,200 bu. All 
primary points received 655,500 bu and 
shipped 504,300 bu. Eastern clearances were 
847,600 bu. Samples were in fair demand, 
firmer, and 4@%c higher. Sales on track

ACTIVITY AND A PROMISING OUT- 
LOOK IN DRY GOODS. 


Output on Both Kinds of Orders Con- 
tinues Good and the Prospects All 
Favor a Lively and Prosperous 


Future Business — Eastern Manu-. 


facturers Continue to Advance 
Prices on Woolens and Other Fab- 
rics.

A satisfactory advancement continues in 
all the dry goods lines and allied interests. 
There has been a very slight check in the 
outgo of goods ordered early in the sum- 
mer for future delivery, but all the leading 
houses in the trade are still busy and re- 
port a fine showing of immediate delivery 
orders coming in by mail. The whole tone 
of the market is strong at the recent ad- 
vances made in both woolens, cottons, and 
linens. Naturally the heavy business is 
now in the line of seasonable woolen goods, 
at least so far as the retailer is concerned. 
With the jobber it is a case of making 
preparations for the late fall and early 
spring trade. Buyers from out-of-town 
points have been in the market during the 
week in considerable numbers and have 
placed about the usual quantity of orders 
covering immediate requirements. 

The views of Eastern mill men are grow- 
ing stronger as to values, asd jobbers are 
in almost daily receipt of notices from some 
of the manufacturers that secondary orders 
cannot be duplicated at primary prices. 
Road salesmen are being generally started 
out on fall trips, and while it is rather early 
in the season to expect an extensive dupli- 
cate business in all lines, nevertheless in 
some divisions a creditable showing is made. 

Favorable reports are made of current 
business in wholesale clothing lines. The 
volume of business being done is not as 
large as when the men were on the road, 
but the situation is very satisfactory never- 
theless, for the uouse trade is well main- 
tained, and mail orders are coming in stead- 
ily. Not many orders of any considerable 
size are being placed, and it is not expect- 
ed that they should be at this time, but the 
character of the trade passing, and of the 
goods that are, being ordered, is most en- 
couraging. What pleases the manufactur- 
ers most, perhaps, is the ready manner in 
which the trade buys when their needs are 
once clear in their minds. Retailers are 
by no means rash, but there is none of that 
intense conservatism that made trade so 
stagnant a year ago, and has been s0 se- 
rious a drawback for several years. 

Wholesale houses are waiting with con- 
siderable anxiety for the opening of the 
advance order season on early spring lines. 
The opening will not take place for some 
time yet, but there is much to be done be- 
tween now and then. Some of the sales- 
men will make short trips in the interests 
of fall and winter goods. With the coming 
of cool weather there will be quite a little 
trade to be picked up in the way of sizing- 
up’ orders. Much of this is done through 
the mails and by house buyers, but some 
can be handled best by a salesman on the 
road. Collections during September are re- 
ported much better than in August. 

Referring to the conditions at Easterr , 
mills the Dry Goods Reporter says: “ The 
demand of clothing manufacturers all over 
the country upon the Eastern market*for woolens 
has been good up to the point where the supply has 
begun to run short, and in many lines is alread 
exhausted. The duplicating has been more spirite 
than the opening business was, and although there 
will be transactions in heavywel hts for some 
weeks yet, the season is practically over. It has 
been comparatively short, and is the most satis- 
factory season for the woolen manufacturer that 
has been experienced in several years. the de- 
mand continues, and it seems likely that it will, 
there will be such a shortage in heavyweight 
materials that goods below standard in quality and 
patterns that were thrown aside as undesirable in 
the early part of the season will be bought by the 
clothing manufacturers without hesitation. ool- 
ens have sold the last few weeks without any 
exertion on the part.of salesmen at top prices, 
and buyers the last two weeks have paid full prices 
for goods that a few weeks ago they would not 
consider. ,Some of the best mills are turning 
away business, and many an agent has sold every- 
thing in sight. In cheviots and cassimeres an 
actual shortage exists today, and it is rapidly ex- 
tending to all winter weig ts in woolen fabrics.

In a circular issued by Vice President

cago and Texas road) annual, time, and trip 
passes issued: by the Chicago and Texas 
railway company up to the date of their 
termination.

| MILEAGE LAW IS UPHELD

MICHIGAN RAILROADS DEFEATED IN 


THE COURTS. 


Supreme State Tribunal Holds the Act 
Constitutional Which Compels 
Lines to Sell ‘1,000-Mile Tickets for 
Any Member of a Family, Yor Two 
Years from Date of. Purchase, at 
Prices of Twenty and Twenty-five 
Dollars Each. 


Lansing, Mich., Oct. 1.—f{Special.]—The 
case of Smith vs. the Lake Shore and Mich- 
igan Southern railway, which has been 
pending in the Supreme Court for more 
than a year, was decided today, & majority 


_of the court holding as constitutional the 


act of 1891 requiring all companies operat- 
ing in Michigan to sell 1, mile tickets 
good for any membér of the purchaser's 
family and valid for two-years from date 
of purchase, the price to be $20 in the lower 
and $25 in the upper peninsula. The court 
denies the company’s contentions that the 
law affects interstate commerce, that it is 
an attempt to compel railroads to enter 
into contracts to be performed in the future 
and is, therefore, an invasion of the right 
to the use of property and in violation of 
the federal constitution, which provides that 
no person shall be deprived of property with- 
out’ due process of law; that it is invalid in 
that the constitutional amendment reserv- 
ing the right to alter and amend charters 
of corporations was adopted after the orig- 
inal charter was granted the road in 1846, 
and the law, therefore, impairs the abliga- 
tions of contracts; and that the constitu- 
tion limits the right of the Legislature to 
the fixing of maximum rates, the mileage 
book provision being not fixing of rates of 
charge but a further regulation. 

With reference to the Lake Shore’s origi- 
nal charter, the court says that the! com- 
pany, by its consolidation under an act 
passed since the enactment of the consti- 
tution reserving the right to alter, amend, 
or repeal, is subject to the general control 
of the Legislature. 

The main opinion was concurred in by 
Justices Montgomery, Long, and Moore, 
Justices Grant and Hooker dissenting. 


At the local offices of the Lake Shore, Wa- 
bash, Grand Trunk, and Michigan Central 
railroads the ruling of the Michigan Supreme 
Court created no surprise. ‘The main offices 
of these companies are located in other 
cities, and it is claimed that the decision has 
no interest to the Illinois divisions. The new 
law, which has just been pronounced valid 
by the Supreme Court of Michigan, is looked 
upon as a “ Pingree law,’’ as the railroad 
officials term it, and concerns only the 
Michigan divisions. 

**I don‘t believe that the charter of the. 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern road is 
in any danger in Michigan,” said William 
McF addon, attorney for the Illinois division 
of that road. ‘‘I am not very familiar with 
the details of the case, but from what I have 
read and heard I am of the opififon that the 
Lake Shore road will win in the fight if, in- 
deed, any fight is in prospect.”

TO FIGHT THE LAW, 
Attack Likely on the Cigaret 
License Ordinance. 


FIRM WANTS CONTRACTS. 


Being Engineered by Attorneys 
for the Tobacco Trust. 


LOCAL-DEALERS AFFECTED. 


An attack is to be made in the courts upon 
the validity of the municipal cigaret license 
—that fs, an, action is to be brought, pro- 
vided the law firm of Aldrich & Reed can 
induce members of the Chicago Tobacco 
Dealers’ association to sign contracts giving 
the attorneys all money which may be re- 
covered from the city. The matter derives 
additional significance from the fact that 
Charles H. Aldrich, senior member of the 
firm, is the Chicago attorney for the Amer!i- 
can Tobacco company, which manufactures 
neary all the cigarets sold in this city. 

L. D. Mathias, a representative of Aldrich 
& Reed, has been soliciting local tobacconists 
to allow that firm to bring actions in their 
names to have the cigaret ordinance set 
aside and the fees paid veg it returned. 
The inducement held out is that the court 
proceedings will not cost the dealers a cent. 
Aldtich & Reed will do all the work, pay all 
the costs, and take for their services such 
moneys as the court may order refunded. 


Three Hundred Licensed. 


There are 300 licensed cigaret dealers in 
Chicago and they have paid into the City 
Treasury $30,000. Most of these dealers 
gay the ordinance is a good thing, but make 
complaint that it — being enforced, and 
they get no protection from illicit shops. 
It is to the interest of the American To- 
bacco company to have a free and unre- 
stricted sale of its product and the report 
was in circulation yesterday that it had in- 
structed Attorney Aldrich to make a legal 
fight against the ordinance. This is denied 
by Mr. Aldrich, but he admits an intention 
of taking up the matter on behalf of the 
dealers. He says: 

“The report that the American: Tobacco 
company hes given me instructions to fight 
the ordinance is unfounded. I am the af- 
torney for the company, but no word ofany 
kind in cdnnéction. with this subject has 
been given me, and I don’t believe any such 
move is in prospect. It is true, however, 
that my firm may make a fight for the deal- 
ers. It depends upon how much money there 
is in sight.’ 

Dealers Are Interested. 

Mr. Aldrich did not say who suggested the 
idea and the dealers declare they don’t 
know. But they are interested in the dis- 
posal of the $30,000 which the city holds, and 
if any part of it f&S to he refunded they want 
a voice in the division. One prominent to- 
bacconist explains the situation in this way: 

‘*TIt looks to me like a move on the part of 
the American Tobacco company to make the 
dealers pull its chestnuts out of the fire. No- 
body. élse, so far as I know, is interested in 
getting the ordinance annulled, and it is a 
peculiar thing that the matter is brought to 
our attention by the trust’s attorney, who, 
by the way, will be the sole financial bene- 
ficiary. Lately we have ample reason to 
think the law is not being enforced and it 
looks as if there was some hidden influence 
at work. The trust doesn't give a rap 
whether we have to pay a big license fee or 
not, so long as it can sell its cigarets, but ex- 
perience has shown it the sale of the cheaper 
sorts such as are used by school boys is ma- 
terially affected and it wants a free market. 


Big Thing for the Trust. 

“If this can be secured by inducing the 
licensed dealers to fight for a decision against 
the ordinance it would be a big thing for the 
trust. We—that is, the dealers who are now 
paying licenses—would lose a big part of 
our profitable’ trade, and the only direct 
benefit would come from a relief from pay- 
ment of license fees in the future. We 
would not get back the money already paid, 
the city would lose $30,000, and the money 
would go into the pockets of the trust at- 
torney. It strikes me as being a pretty good 
thing—for the trust and its attorney. 

The movement has caused considerable ex- 
citement among tobacconists, and will be 
the main subject of discussion at their meet- 
ing on Monday evening.
